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It looks like hospitals, due to Food Rationing Order #5 for processed 
foods, have been placed behind the eight ball. In filing the information based on 
meals served end processed foods consumed during December 1942, all hospitals have 
found that they have been cut approximtely 70% on a basis of ‘rationing points. 
This isnot to 1055" but by 10% 0 In other words, under the present formula, we will 
be permitted only 30% of the processed foods used in December. Evidently in this 
rationing order, very little thought if any, was given to the food problems of 
hospitals, as hospitals come under the sane category as lunch wagons, soda fountains, 
picnic grounds, end hot dog stands. A recent OPA ruling has just come through 
giving restaurants which gell alcoholic beverages the richt to consider alcoholic 
drinks as meals, Too bad that hospitals don't operate bars, Yesterday, an "indig- 
nation"meeting of hospital supérintendents, purchasing agents, end dietitians, was 
held in the auditorium at Lenox Hill Hospital to present their problem before the 
local OPA officials. The loéel OPA officials could not give us any promise of 
_ prompt relief and could only tell us that our case would be presented before the 
OPA in Yashington and some adjustments would be made after a'representetive of the 
OPA has toured the United Stetes to acquaint himself with the problem of hospitals 
in all parts of the country. If this plan is carried through, before he gets back 
from his tour, we will certainly all be on short rations, However, further pre- 
sentation of our problem vill be taken directly to “ashington end, as the rationing 
order is so grossly unfeir to hospitals, we feel that we will get some prompt relief 
despite the swing around the country of one of the OPA officials,
